Washington, Sept. 27.— The weekly 
crop report of the weather bureau nays : 
Cotton U opening rapidly and picking 
haa oontlBtied under gMMnUj favora- 
ble conditiona, altbongb piddngH were 
amall in Tezaa and damaged by raina 
during tho latter of the week. Pastur- 
age has coutinue<l in Kooil condition in 
New Englanil, tho middle Atlantic 
■tates, and hiia greatly improved in the 
Ohio vallt'y. 

Corp rutting, where not completed, 
is bein;^ rapidly pushed, and the crop is 
now regarded as practically secured. 

Tobacco cutting is also being rapidly 
pushed in Maryland, Virginia, TennoH- 
see and Kentucky. In Pennrivlvaiiiii 
much tobacco still remains in the Held. 

The week has been generally favor- 
able for fall plowing and seeding, .-uid 
this work which has been much retard- 
ed by previous drouth conditions, ia 
being rapidly cimght up and lui.s been 
completed in some sections. In Ne- 
braska, however, the drouth remains 
nnbroken, and fall plowing and seeding 
has been suspended, and in Wisconsin . 
while beneficial rains have fallen, the 
ground is still too dry for seeding. 

Maryland— Good weather for plow- 
ing, oom cutting and wheat seeding. 
Fodder and tobacco saving now in pro- 
gre^a; pastnree and late tobacco great- 
Vf improved; poaches and apples excel- 
lent in western sections; large quanti- 
ties of tomatoes being picked in eastern 
portion. 

North Carolina— Very favorable con- 
ditions; farmers bnsy picking cotton, 
gathering peas, curing hay and fodder, 
seeding oats, preparing I&nd for wheat, 
harvesting rice, digging peannta, etc. 

South Carolina — Cotton opened 
rapidly and picking progressing with 
full force; crop will be Terjr short; 
largest orop of best pea vine, hay and 
orabgraM ever gathered; potatoes good. 

Graorid*— Cotton opening so rapidly 
tbatpiokiiig hardly seeps up with it; 
eropnas gathered in sonth portions; 
tain needed for cane and potatoes, no 
fall grain sewn, as it is too dry. 

Florida — Splendid weather for mak- 
ing hay, pulling corn and picking cot- 
ton, but unfavorable (or the trook 
farming and gardens. 

AUibama — Cotton has improved 
mnoh, it is opening rapidly and picking 
is general; oana, potatoaa«nd oota axe 
doing welt 

Mississippi— Cotton opened npidly 
and mnoh picking has been done; coo* 
tinned complaints of worms; good crop 
(^hayeaTsa; potatoes, peas, tomnps 
and lall gardens will improve with 
moistnre, bat present cool, rainy spell

Texas— Cotton ^Ung progressed 
rapidly with fayorable waatber nntil 
Monday, when rain oheoked work; 
rains naye improved grains and put 
ground in condition (or (all plowing in 
northwest portion of state, and nave 
improyed prospects for top crop of cot- 
ton where the plant is not dead. 

Arkansas—The oondition of eotton 
has slightly fallen, it is opening rapidly 
and picking is general; late rains yexlr 
beneficial to vegetablsa and will permfl 
plowing and seeding. 

Tennessee— Weather has been favor- 
able (or and is saying tobacco and fod- 
der; tobaooo in northeast portion is be- 
ing cut and is earing rapidly; wheat 
seeding commenced in some localities 
and some winter oats being sown, 
cotton injured by dirt on open bolls. 

Kentucky— Corn and tobacco cutting 
and fiJlowing progressing; general im- 
proyement ip crops. . 

Missouri — Abnndant sunshine and 
good to heavy showers in nearly all 
counties; pastures and meadows re- 
vived; plowing and sseding progressing 
slowly.

Tba Awful Eaperlenro of Mra. li. W. 
Phlllipa of Palcin, Muh. 

Salbm, Sept S7.— Mrs. B. W. Phil- 
lips knows bow it fMls to be laid out 

for burial and hoar tho mourning of 
friends and relatives over her supposed 

death. This terrible exi)erience Was 

recently hers, and she is now recover- 
ing froni the nervous nhoi'k that fol- 
lowed her restoration to tlic world. It 
was her frantic efforts to assuage her 
husband's grief that caused the faintest 
fluttering of lu r heart and savetl her 
from tl:i> terrible fate of being cre- 
mated alive. 

She had been nick with peritonitis. 
For many days all hope of recovery was 
abandoned by friend-j and physicians. 
She had severe sinking spells, and in 
one of these spells she became power- 
less tf) speak or move. She could hear 
all that was said and knew everything 
that was going on at her bi dnide. She 
heard them pronounce her dead, telt 
them dose her eyes, felt her husbands 
arms about hor and heard bis heart- 
broken sobs, still sho had no power tO 
jirevent any of these manifestations. 
Sho says the thought came tO hST dur- 
ing these moments: 

' 'Am I dead ?. Can it be possible that 
this is death ? Am I to hear my hus- 
band's grief and pass away from him 
with no power to prevent It? No. no, 
it can not be; .Gtod wonld never be so 
cruel." 

She made a frantic effort to speak, 
and her hu.ubund discovered some signs 
of life, a tlutter of the heart, and im- 
mediately bt)gan to pour strong alcohol 
upon her and rnb her vigorously. In a 
short time animation was restored. She 
believes if nothing had been done for 
her that she might have continued on 
in that state until she was buried. She 
had no pain. suEering nothing while in 
that oondi tion. '

It was only the 
exercise of great good judgment on 
the part of the anthoritiee that serious 
trouble was averted. The aindoos have 
been worked up to excited feelings on 
the subject of killing oows by means of 
inflammatory literature on ue subject 
that has been spread broadcast through 
the country by the leaders of the cow 
protection movement The Hindoos, 
who 

nelleve All \.\tf. .Sacred, 

and that of the cow pectiliarly so, have 
been deeply offended at the action of 
the Mohammedans, to wlioni a cow is 
an animal to yield milk, and later beef 
in butchering cows for food purposes. 

Monday wliile sfjmo Mahaminedaiis 
were driving a cow to a butcher's to be 
slaughtered, an excited crowd of 
Hindoos seized tho animal and refused 
to let it b*! driven to slaugliter. The 
crowd rapidly increased i>> imrtilx^rs 
and tlie situation was becommg critical, 
when a goviTninenl otlicial cams along 
and made iminiries as to tlie cause of 
tho trouble. He wan P.t once surround- 
ed by a gesticulating crowd of Hindoos 
and Mohammedans, evsryona of whom 
was

The ofiBcial finally prevailed upon the 
crowd to listen to liim and then sug- 
gested that the Hindoos should save the 
life of the cow by buying it. This 
struck the poor natives as a good idea 
and the price of the cow demanded by 
the Mohainmedaus was soon raised and 
the animal was led (MS In tflnmirii by 
its new owners.

They have not 
apparently had much currency in Pun- 
iaub or Bajpurana. but the propaganda 
u of such' a character that these prov- 
inces are likely to become the scene of 
operations in the sacred cause of Hin- 
dooism. Unless every preoantion is 
taken a sudden convulsion, in compari- 
ison with which the riots at Bomoay, 
Bangoon and Aitogurh, serious as 
they were, wonld Biak into insignifi- 
cance, is to be apinvhended. Immedi- 
ate action, adds The Poineer is required 
while time yet remains to ehaoa the 
growing danger. 

BANK PEPOSIT ~TAX. 

CoegraMBMUl llryun KxplainH a BUI Ho 
IBaoently Introdiio d. 

Wa.shimoton, Sept. 27.— Representa- 
tive Bryan of Nelnraska, in explanation 
of his bill to tax bank deposits at the 
rate of one-qnarter of 1 per cent for the 
creation of a fnnd to pay depositors in 
failed national banks, savs: 

••The bill has many advantages, and 
so far my attention has not been called 
to any dtsadvantagee. It will be a bene- 
fit to depositors in giving them security 
for depoeite; it will bring to national 
banks an advantage which will far 
more than balance the small tax, be- 
cause the greater security will bring to 
the banks greater deposits. Then the 
tax is suspended when the special fund 
reaches 110,000,000, and afterward the 
tax will be insignificant 

"It benefits the community becausu 
when depositors are secure money will 
not be hoarded. Thus banks will not 
be crippled and the worst features of 
panics will be avoided. It will compel 
states to protect depositors in state 
banks in toe kame way or state banks 
will get no de];>osits. By paying de- 
positors at once money is put in circu- 
lation and embarrassmsnt to the busi- 
ness community prevented. The issue 
of gree nb a ck s equal to the fund pre- 
vents coatraotion of onrrenoy."

Luuisvii.LE, Sept. 27.— The labor 
ntnation on the Lonisville and Nash- 
ville raiboad is mure serious now thau 
it has been at any time since the strike 
of the shopmen against the reduction 
of 10 per cent in their wages. All the 
bwitchiufn employed in the local yards 
of the road struck yesterday afternoon. 

The artiliated orders of conductors, 
engineers, firemen, brakemen and 
Bwitchnirn held an animated union 
iKeetiug at llie Fulls City hall last 
nigiit, iieimr in session fiom early in the 
even'n;; until 1 o'clock this morning 
considering the (iUfroti./a of a general 
strike. 

All the men jiresent were plt dtjed to 
secrecy, but it i.-i lenrru'd that no de- 
cisive action was taken. Resolutions 
expressing sympathy with the strikin;.,' 
shopmen were passed and iiitlammatory 
speeches advocatin;; a general strike 
were made. Committees were appoint- 
ed to act for each or<1er represented in 
case of any emergency. It is conceded 
that the eiupioycs have made every 
preparation for a general strike if it be 
ordered. 

The strike of the switchmen was 
claimed to lie on account of a new rule 
requiring them to carry passes to be 
submitted to the deputy slierilTs guard- 
ing the sliop.^ ami grounds bilore ihey 
Cuiild enter. It is generally believed, 
however, to have been caused by svm- 
pathy with tht^ striking shi pnien. Not 
one of tlie a.'i switchmen i niployeil in 
the yards is at work. Not a freiglit 
train has gone out. Tho passenger 
trains have been handled by the yard- 
master and other officers of the road. 

Tho situation of the shops remains 
unchnnL'ed. Manager Metcalfe claims 
tliat l;e lias in his employ 7.) mechanics. 
Ore of the otHcers of the force of dep- 
utv sheriffs states that by actual count 
there are r)2 men at work, including 
about HO negro laborers. The strikers 
insist that there are not to exceed 10 
in the shops besides 1.") or 20 laborers, 
nearly all of whom are colored. The 
The strikers have been active in en- 
deavoring to prevent new men being 
introduced into tho shops. 

Of !iO or 40 brought from Chicago, 
nrt one went to work. The strikers are 
on the alert watching for a train load 
of men said to \vis coming from the east. 
The railroad company has erected a 
high board fence aronnd its shops and 
yanls and has a force of 160 guards 
Bworn in as ileputies. No violeiMja has 
b^n attempted by the strikers.

The train left Terre Hante a few 
minutes behind time, and was running 
at a high rate of speed. When near 
Stanton, a stati(jn 12 miles west of 
Terre Haute, Engineer Osteritiiller dis- 
covered that a rail bad been t.'iken out. 
He at once applied the airbrakes, and 
when the engine struck the vacant sixit 
on the track it was running at a slow 
speed. The engine and baurgngecar 
went off, but were sto]iped before any 
serious damage had been done. The 
engine was broken somewhat and was 
taken back to Terre Haute. The bag- 
gagecar was unhurt. 

That it was a deliberate attempt at 
train wrecking there is no (jnestion, be- 
cause lying l)eside the track was a 
nionkeywreiicli with whii-h the bolts 
bad been unscrewed, and a crowbar, 
with which the rails had been i)ried 
from the ties. The trainmen are of the 
opinion that it w is the intention to 
wreck the train and tlieii rob the ex- 
presscar. To tne fact that there was 
an electric hcaillight (jii the engine is 
due that tliere was not a terrible 
wreck. The flash from the ligiit en- 
al)le<l the engineer to«ee the displaced 
rail in time to check the speed of his 
train.

The tragedy occnrred 
at the home of Stodhart, on Point 
View avenue, East End. Insanity 
caused by religious differences and de- 
spondency over business troubles are 
the canses which led to the awful deed. . 
Stodhai'twas 45 years of age and his 
wife two years his junior. 

The couple have been married 16' 
years and had seven children, the eld- 
est being a girl 15 years old. Mrs. 
Stodhart was a Catholic, and the two 
frequently quarreled over the educa- 
tion of the children. Becently Stod- 
hart's salary was reduced 15 per cent 
and this also preyed on bis mind. He 
arose about 5 o'clock, and after smoking 
a cigar, tooK a bulldog revolver and 
fired at his sleeping wife. The first 
shot killed her. He then turned the 
weapon upon himseU and ended his 
miserable existence. The children 
were awakened by the shooting and 
rushed out of the house screaming 
with Mght Whan tha neighbors ar* 
rived Stodhart and hia wife were dead. 
That the crime was premeditated is 
evident from the fact that last night he 
told his oldeat boy that timee were 
hard, and that if anything happened to 
go to the neighbors.
